Spring Hill Usee Track U a brand 
now hall-mile, ktie-ehaped cour*e lo- 
cated uuod the Identical tile of the *ec- 
ond oldeel race course In America, at 
Crab Orchard, opened in 1S3I> For a 
quarter of a century the Crab Orchard 
Fair wa* one of tho greatest In the 
country, operated continuously bv Col. 
H. W. Farris, known to every race lov- 
er In the United Stale*. Here was bred 
Jim Bell, who for years held the record 
1:46 for a mile, made at Lexlngtoo. Al- 
so Denmark, the greatest four tulle 
heat horse ever bred In America and 
founder of the famous Denmark saddle 
strain. Here annually assembled such 
celebrities as the Harpers, John Jake 
Adams and later Frank B. Harper, 
proprietor of Nantura Stud, Woodford 
county: Lord Robert Alexander, found-

DISINFECTING A SHIP,

When flic vessel hits tied tip to the 
wharf In New Orleans, tho first stop U 
the removal of tho bedding, clothing 
and cushions and other cloth fabric* to 
the quarantine shed. Here they are 
bung on a framework consisting of n 
Series of rucks suspended from u long 
cur running on n track mid so arranged 
tluit when tbe racks nro filled the 
whole tiling tuny tie run Inside one of 
the three great disinfecting cylinders 
With which the statlou Is equipped. 

These cylinders are enormous steel 
boilers fifty feet Itt length by eight feet 
In diameter and fitted inside with con- 
tinuous coils of steam pl|>e. The cylin- 
ders are covered with n sliest US nnd 
swathed lu fett. und when the cylinder 
ceps are on they are airtight When 
the clothing has iieen placed Inside and 
the cylinders dosed, dry lient Is forced 
through the pipes at n temperature of 
ISO degrees, and this Is followed by 
moist beat raised to a temperature of 
230 degrees. The pressure of from six 
to eight pounds put upon this steam 
bent Is sufficient to force tt through 
heavy mattresses or buudles of cloth- 
ing. 

After n period which varies from 
thirty minutes to an hour the cylinder* 
ore opened, the racks nre run out, snd 
the rapid evaporation which follows 
enuses the clothing to dry almost Im- 
mediately. Tho clothing Is unharmed 
by this process, and the moist heat Is a 
thorough germicidal agent. It Is an in- 
teresting fact that If n freshly launder- 
ed linen shirt or collar Is put Into the 
cylinder It will emerge thoroughly 
moist nnd apparently In need of anoth- 
er starching. The evaporation Is so rnp- 
Id. however, that ft fa Immediately re- 
stored to its original condition, not 
even the gloss being removed.— I^slle's 
Monthly.

YOKOHAMA BY NIGHT, 



l.satrrs lllnailaellnn Makes the City 
Akin tn Kelrylaa*. 

A row of paper lanterns In tho black 
shadow of n wall Is the first Impres- 
sion tho newly arrived traveler has of 
Yokohama as ho steps from his •‘sam- 
pan** on to the wharf at night. 

Tho lanterns haug low nnd almost 
motionless, but nt the word “rickshaw" 
they begin to sway, nnd with a silent, 
almost rhythmical movement they 
come rushing toward him. A momeut 
later bo discovers that each lantern Is 
attached to n rickshaw, which offers 
for loss thnn half a yen nn hour to con- 
vey hint anywhere his fancy tnny lead 
him. But go where he will the lantern 
la always there, dangling and swaying 
and dimly flushing. 

The lantern on tho rickshaw Is a 
characteristic detail of the «lght pic- 
ture of Yokohama. It Is a series of 
hrtlllnnt dashes of color under a cloud- 
less, starlit sky, fanned by a soft 
breeto which seems half of the sea and 
half of the tropics, with smiling, dolt- 
like people gliding about everywhere. 
It hardly seems real. It Isti't fairyland 
exactly, because fairies are not sup- 
posed to be always as picturesque as 
are these Japanese. Certain It Is tlnot 
few things anywhere tn tho round 
world can he more lieautlful than lan- 
tern lighted Yokohama. 

As the occidental crosses the bridge 
over the canal from the foreign quar- 
ter and enters the native city he sees 
a bewildering uinse of lights. Through- 
out Yokohama gus lamp |*o.ts uro few 
and far between, a fact which makes 
the lantern Illumination all tho more 
conspicuous. They are not hung at reg- 
ular heights or intervals, but make a 
sort of tangle of soft colored lights 
over the front of the bulklliigs utnl 
even across the street.— New York Mall 
and Express.
